‘ Extradition Speed 

BATON ROUGE (AP) The 
legislature Monday asked the 
governors of Ohio, Iowa and 
Texas to hasten the extradition 
of threep ersons New Orleans 
DistL Atty. Garrison wants to 
question in the Kennedy assas- 
sination probe. 

The Senate unanimously ap- 
proyd three separate resolutions 
calling for the return of Gordon 
Novel from Ohio, Sandra Mof- 
fett McMaine from Iowa, and 
Sergio Arcacha Smith from Tex- 
as. 

The House had voteed approva 
of the resolution earlier. 

Sen. Theodore Hickey, New 
Orleans, told the Senate the res- 
olutions merely sought to carry 
out justice and took no position 
on r ight or wrong. 

“I’m just trying to get peo- 
ple down here to answer some 
questions,” he said.
